SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Northumberland School Board: 

Gentlemen: I hereby submit for your consideration my first 
annual report of the Northumberland schools. 

I came to you, as a substitute, March 5, 1934, on account of 
the sickness of the regular superintendent, the late Eugene S. 
Foster, who passed away August 6, 1934. 

I found the schools in good condition due to the untiring work 
of my late Brother Foster. During the balance of the school 
year, 1933-1934, and through the summer vacation, I tried to 
carry along the work as Mr. Foster wished by frequently talking 


over the problems with him. The supplies purchased during the 
spring and summer were in accordance with his wishes and 
instructions. 

On September first, I took over the work of the schools as the 
regular superintendent. I have carried on the work without any 
radical changes, as I believe in evolution rather than revolution 
in school work. 

The School Board has prepared the financial report of the 
district with their estimates for the next fiscal year. 

To substantiate the request for the increases in some items, I 
wish to present some of our needs. 

The growth in attendance is shown in the following registra- 
tions for each year ending in June:

From the above data, one may see that our schools are increas- 
ing in numbers. The increased enrollment means larger classes, 
to which there is a limit owing to the seating capacity of the 
rooms. This means more rooms and more teachers. 

The Elementary building is filled nearly to its capacity. We 
are sending out a large sixth grade, seventy-two pupils regis- 
tered, which will be of some assistance in housing the classes for 
another year. 

At the High School, last summer, three rooms were finished 
off with the assistance of Federal Aid. Through the CWA, 
we got a gift of the work, while the District furnished the 
material. One of the rooms is already in use as a book room and 
library, which is much appreciated. The old book room is used 
for supplies. The others are to be used as classrooms. One must 
be furnished for fall classes. This means that another teacher 
is also required. 

More desks are needed for the study hall, and a few extra arm 
chairs for the various classrooms. At present, we are in need of 
30 arm chairs and 20 movable desks in the High School. 

The repairs have not been extensive during the past year. The 
slate roof of the Elementary School building was repaired to 
stop the bad leaks, and the corridors in the High School building 
and the rooms in the new part were redecorated. More rooms in 
the High School building should be redecorated during the next 
summer vacation and the building painted outside. Some new 
grates are needed for one of the High School boilers. The drink- 
ing fountain on the top floor of the High School must be replaced 
or a new one secured in its place. The old one used to overflow at 
times and damage the building. 

The floor in the gymnasium is in rather bad condition, espe- 
cially the southern end. The under floor and the lower part of 
the top floor is affected with a dry rot. Just how far this extends 
and what must be done to repair it is not and cannot be known 
until some of the top floor is removed to reveal the condition and 
nature of the foundation. 

The Elementary School building needs considerable work done 
on it in way of paint, varnish and moresco. The two rooms that 
have not been weather-stripped should be done as a matter of 
fuel economy. 

In the Elementary School, there are quite a large number of 


pupils who do not seem to be able to keep up with the class in 
which they find themselves. Some of those pupils need more 
individual assistance than is possible for the regular classroom 
teacher to give in order that they may not become repeaters. 

fast year the work in the lower grades was greatly hinderea 
by an epidemic of measles. The loss of time from the epidemic, 
which cculd not be helped, is very evident this year. All of the 
teachers are trying to make up the loss, but it is rather difficult 
when the regular school schedule is a full year’s work for * 
child. If a child gets too far behind, he becomes discouraged and 
just marks time until he is old enough to leave school. 

The extra-curricular activities of the High School have been 
carried on with success. Not all of life’s preparation is secured 
from textbooks alone. Much valuable training is given and 
lessons learned in the various school activities. It is necessary 
that a happy median be maintained; that neither be crowded to 
the wall, but that both be carried along in a nicely balanced 
manner. 

The census returns made last September showed 545 children 
in town between the ages of five and sixteen. This is ten less 
than were found one year ago. 

Ten transportation routes are maintained in the district. These 
vehicles bring one hundred pupils from distances varying from 
a little over two miles to seven miles one way. The number of 
pupils to a conveyance varies from three to twenty-nine. The 
names of the drivers for the conveyances are as follows: Fz:ank 
Brigham, Norman Craggy, John Currier, Fred Hunter, Josenh 
McLaughlin, Ben Merrill, Clayton Potter, Howard Potter, John 
Silver, and Robert Tippett. 

The schoolhouse in so called number six needs a coat of paint 
outside and inside and the ceiling whitened. 

Permit me to extend my appreciation to you, members of the 
school board, for the assistance you have given me while I have 
been becoming acquainted with the detail work of this district.
